For those who wonder what modern art coming to, the answer, 
far the San Francisco Bay region concerned, read 
two concurrent exhibitions October. the New Works Bay 
Region Painters and Sculptors exhibition the San Francisco 
Museum and the Richmond Artists’ First Annual Open Art Exhi- 
bition the Richmond Art Center the trend almost universally 
toward pure abstraction. Painting has abandoned the third dimen- 
sion almost altogether. Its effects depend the movement 
planes color (often larger than brushstroke) the tensions 
between lines and areas, the variety and originality the tex- 
tures produced, the moods evoked colors and forms. The 
premeditated and the calculated seem have given way the 
spontaneous and the accidental; the majority the paintings give 
the impression having evolved through manipulation colors 
and forms until satisfactory relationship achieved. Only few 
appear the result the analysis forms, and even 
fewer can called even remotely Sculpture 
the whole seems show more analysis form which results 
semi-abstractions but there are also many pieces which appear 
elaborations objects, and many which are com- 
pletely abstract. The earlier emphasis exploitation the innate 
qualities stone, wood, metal seems have given way 
interest the invention novel effects. 


The two exhibitions cannot considered complete cross- 
section art the Bay Area but there are sufficient number 
artists represented establish their style major tendency 
the region. Though many artists are included both shows, there 
are approximately hundred painters and twenty-five thirty 
sculptors whose work viewed these two exhibitions. 


The San Francisco exhibition interesting that consists 
invited works artists who were chosen vote their colleaques 
(who had exhibited previous annuals the Museum) those 
doing the most significant work the area. The Richmond exhibit 
was chosen Painting Jury consisting Alfred FrankenStein, 
John Haley, and Felix Ruvolo, and Sculpture Jury Elah Hale 
Hays, Richard and Harry Crotty. 


first glance, the San Francisco show seems very superficial, 
filled with noisy paintings, many which seem have been in- 
cluded merely because they are the currently popular style than 
for artistic merit. Nevertheless, there are several excellent paintings 
the group, mature, controlled expressions. Dick Sears’ Internal 
Combustion and Reciprocation one the best. conveys with 
great ingenuity and cleverness the ideo involved, mechanical 
construction. The sensitivity its brushwork and its muted color 
alone set apart from most the exhibition. Alex 
Ominous towers above the other paintings and 
one the strongest and most perfectly fused works the show. 
Line, color, form, lighthouse, cliff, trees, sky all build single 
impression impending storm. Felix Transcending an- 
other good canvas, whose floating shapes purple, green, black, 
and white show what experienced, mature artist can with 
the minimum means. Other paintings found interesting were 
Onslow-Ford, McCray, Goldin, Varda, Loran, DuCasse, Baker, and 
Armer. There are many more which are well enough done but 
seem lack expressive force, and there are also many which are 
crass and insensitive. 


The sculpture higher level quality than the painting. 
Among the most professional pieces are Robert Howard's Curator 
with its amusing motion and Zygmund Sazevich's monumental 
Mother and Child. John Dragon’s Egg with its ingenious 
combination metal and stone another satisfactory piece. 

The Richmond exhibition includes the work number 
younger artists and their lack maturity less evident than their 
sincerity and freshness vision which give this exhibition air 
conviction that the other lacks. Here the juries awards did 
good job and one can quarrel with their choice Erle 
Triad for First Painting Prize, Horst 7/30/50 Second 
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Prize, the Honorable Mentions awarded Charles Magnuson, 
Alexander Nepote, and Clayton Pinkerton. William Donaldson, 
Robert Neuman, and Fred Reichman also had outstanding canvases. 
The First Sculpture Prize went Everett Turner and the Second 
John Gill. Florence Swift and Robert Thomas won the Honorable 
Mentions. Harry Figure Dancing was, course, not eligible 
for award but one the best works the show. 

There question that the Bay Region has active, experi- 
mental group artists who, the whole, are doing work the 
equal that produced anywhere the country. The only com- 
plaint critic may make that the current styles are beastly 
difficult write about unless one indulges the usual orgy 
vague, adjectival references tensions, symbols, and cosmic sig- 
nificance which rule merely make more abstruse already 
complicated problem interpretation. The emotional hard 
fix words when one dealing with non-verbal, anti-intellectual 
art and the result apt seem austere ard empty.

FRANCOIS COUPERIN AND THE FRENCH CLASSICAL TRADITION 
Wilfrid Mellers: London; Dennis Dobson Ltd.; was 
great day for Couperin when this book came the shelves. 
have seen many times the influence one book can exert make 
musicians suddenly aware what had been always hand. The 
Brahms-Chrysander edition the Ordres for clavecin has been 
hand since 1888; the complete works were printed 
Lyre 1933. Except three French texts, there has been literary 
interest Francois Couperin Grand, his generation called 
him, nor any appraisal his art. century and half German 
bias musical criticism has devoted the Germanic succession 
the study and the authority demonstration that the French suc- 
cession less thoroughly deserves. Now shall see whether 
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one good book, solidly thought and expertly fitted out with in- 
valuable appendices, can awaken Couperin. 


had scarcely sent off own little introduction the art 
Couperin: you may have read this column. One had 
with mop and duster into long-closed, extensive salon the 
common mind, into hall tapestries and mirrors, sweep cobwebs 
from the chandeliers, pull off drab coverings from the glowing silk 
upholstery and gilt legs the most ornamental furniture the world 
has seen, none the less sturdy for the ornament, light centuries 
candles and open the triumphal drapes upon vistas imagined 
landscapes, formal gardens the farthest remove from social con- 
sciousness, where reason and geometry govern the curvilinear 
fantasy the baroque. 


One had indeed find way speaking which might link 
together the French quality whatever art most French, 
that one might make clear that whatever most French is, only 
for that reason, never trivial, that what most Couperin need not 
suffer comparison because not Bach. Sebastian Bach him- 
self would naturally have been the first say this. the apocry- 
phal correspondence between Couperin and Bach did not actually 
occur but survives rumor only make our mouths water, 
Wanda Landowska has written discussion this book for the 
Saturday Review, there can doubt how fundamentally the 
notated art Couperin conditioned that Bach. 


the time Mozart French art, though still influential, had 
grown decadent. That first apotheosis the international common 
man, Jean-Jacques the midst many philosophical 
and amorous exploits, dashed off light opera, Devin Village; 
though the charm remained, the aristocracy did not; and one part 
music was its way Broadway and the 
Gershwin nights. 


Mr. Mellers, wisely, does not presume that everyone can come 
Couperin unaided. has given the tranquil biography 
unadorned with figurative romancing, beginning with the family 
tree, four generations musicians from short-lived uncle Louis, 
master his own right, the piano teacher Celeste who died 
ending the line 1860. has tried explain successive 
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chapters the values and standards, the taste, and the artistic 
thought and workmanship society stable that, when Francois’ 
father died during his boyhood, the post had held 
organist Saint Gervais was retained his son’s right until the 
boy should come musically age. eighteen Francois received 
the post which had been served meanwhile his teacher, the 
chief French organist Lande. 

Grant that this stability was imposed from above roi soleil, 
that masterpiece Augustan imitation, the hierarchically articu- 
lated tyrant Louis XIV, and rested upon base brutality and 
inchoate ignorance. Francois Couperin, like the tragedians Cor- 
neille and Racine, Moliére the comedian, the painters Poussin and 
Claude, speaks for and nobly summarizes the virtue that civiliza- 
tion, when virtue being aristocratic could honored with 
aristocratic title, Couperin was ennobled his sovereign 
the age twenty-eight. this title was conferred from above and 
gave Couperin much pleasure, the other title conferred popular 
acceptance, Grand, has been the more lasting and may 
sure gave him less pleasure. 

these chapters throughout the book the reader may com- 
plain being asked read many paragraphs French, unassisted 
translation. The result, for those with some knowledge 
French, worth the effort, for the quotations from contemporary 
writers convey the style the period translation could 
it, lucid, expository directness, formal and ornamented but never 
roundabout vague. One reads for instance Mme 
witty report Vatel, maitre d’hotel Fouquet, who committed 
suicide when the fish did not arrive time for dinner while the 
King was being entertained. was shocking thing happen 
féte that cost 50,000 but the fish did arrive, just 
too late save the maitre d’hotel. showed, society thought, 
nice sense honor, which good thing and courage, 


which also virtue. Others thought his response little excess 


the object; and excess bad. Even person exalted 
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the King showed delicacy realizing that his visit was bound 
cause trouble. Tears will not bring Vatel back life: and 
then one needs the French: dina trés bien, fit collation, 
promena, joua, fut chasse; tour était par- 
fumé jonquilles, tout était There the civilization 
and the barbarity, the real warmth and the insensitive protective 
coldness. music retain the civilization and the 
warmth. 

One has there, sensibility, wit, irony, the gentle, delicate, per- 
suasive, musical falling the syllables, undeceived eye and exact 
evaluation, speech that art and avoids inference. The judg- 
ment exact, all sensibility and sentiment. The sentiment came 
with Rousseau afterwards, breaking down taste, except the 
revolt against it, for more than hundred years. 

Unlike many heavily learned writers who have been turning out 
volumes recently, Mr. Mellers shows genuine enthusiasm for 
the music his period does for its surroundings and gram- 
matical apparatus. Anyone who can read these musical quotations 
must esthetically insensible does not develop urge 
hear have under his fingers the works Titelouze, Denis Gaul- 
tier, Chambonniéres, Couperin, Lully, Marchand, Lande. 
The chief failing Mr. Mellers musicologist would seem 
that enjoys music. saving fact composer. the 
evidence one can sure that has played through, all him- 
self for his own pleasure, the entire twenty-seven Ordres, eight 
Perludes and incidental Allemande. 

pieces, usually dance rhythms, the major minor single 
key, linked together like the successive movements formal 
ballet. There attempt structural development, climax 
finale. few the pieces are given their dance titles, gavotte, 
courante, sarabande, gigue; most are topically entitled, like paint- 
ings Watteau, sometimes with literary descriptive significance 
but often under reference name, not quite portrait 
and not quite harlequin dress, recreating experience 
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evocative barcarolle nocturne. The principal longer 
forms are the song-derived rondeau, refrain divided episodes 
like length, and the dance-derived chaconne passecaille, 
series variations bass. the great Passecaille the Eighth 
Order the two forms are combined. Interspersed among the Ordres 
and never quite filling out any one them are groups character 
pieces: Les Folies Francaises les Dominos, each chaconne vari- 
ation, minute social commentaries ranging from Virginité, through 
Pride, Ardor, Hope, and Coquetry, that most brief and benignant 
cuckoldries, Les Coucous Bénévoles, and Jealousy and 
Despair; Les Fastes grande ancienne Mxnxstrxndxsx, 
commemorating strike against the guild minstrels (Ménestran- 
dise), with showmen, folk musicians, cripples, dancing bears, and 
monkeys. One the loveliest orders, gathering birdsongs, 
has Rossignol and especially Les Fauvétes Plaintives effects 
long later reheard the wonderful Klange der Nacht Bela 
Bartok. 

The Eighth Order the largest and the grandest; its mate the 
more subtle Twenty-Fifth. The passecailles these two orders yield 
nothing the larger, more Italianate keyboard movements 
Bach. But Couperin, though loved and learned from the Italian 
music, does not merge his art with it; rejoices the French style 
which his art the most consummate expression; and this 
idiomatic purity remains remote from the Italian architectonic con- 
structions which lead through the eighteenth century sonata form. 

Perhaps may unnecessary effrontery personal 
taste select among these many groups varied pieces few 
favorites. Even turn again the pages the four books many 
beloved and now familiar movements leap the ear and beg the 
hand play them: the measured chaconne-passecaille Favorite; 
perhaps the Sixth Order, from which Bach copied out Les Bergeries, 
the twittering birds Gazouillement, the strange Les Baricades 
Mistérieuses, and that one the two best musical flies, the other 
Bartok, Moucheron; the unorthodox sarabande the 
Order which runs away the end; the Thirteenth 
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with Les Folies Francaises and that brief masterpiece tragic 


declamation L’Ame Peine; the Fourteenth with the birds and 


Carillon Cithére; the Fifteenth with its cradlesong Dodo 
and the two riotous Musettes which require for proper playing 
second instrument; the Twenty-Second, the Twenty-Third, the 
Twenty-Fourth, the Twenty-Fifth. You see, quite beside myself 
and helpless. have forgotten many; have done much 
injustice. For instance, what order that Pan-piece, Les Chévres- 
pieds? For the clearing many mysteries these titles, some 
untranslatable, Mr. Mellers has graciously included appendix 
explain them. 

grateful him also for bringing attention the sig- 
nificance the key sharp minor, with its peculiar quality 
the meantone tuning. Mr. Mellers tells that this key was known 
among lutenists ton the goat key. Curiously, 
does not follow this lead even much hint the 
quality Couperin’s harmony when heard, should 
preference, meantone. Probably unaware it, though his 
favorite Twenty-Sixth Order not only the goat key but ranges, 
the final section one movement L’Epineuse, into 
only experiment with the unusual coloring, for meantone, six 
sharps. Such specialist the music the period should 
aware what extent the harmonic structure has been conditioned 
the practical exigencies meantone, lightening the texture 
avoidance the solid chord that the shifting colors the slight 
dissonance may not drowned out unnecessary consonance. 
Not the least beauties the coloring his sound; 
with our equal temperament the greater part this coloring 

another matter which concerns me, Mr. Mellers ahead 
pussyfooting scholarship. Discussing theoretical writ- 
ings, L’Art Toucher Clavecin and the prefaces the later 
books orders, plunges boldly into the tradition notes 
inégales, that rhythmic alteration characteristic French music 
through the xvi, xvii, and xviii centuries, which influenced the rhythm 
all European music except probably the Italian, though even 
there different and less evident form alteration was the com- 
monplace. Relying largely article and later book Borrel, 
and Dolmetsch, surveys the varieties French rhythmic alter- 
ation, with its exceptions, qualifying the rules the manner the 
time ultimate appeal bon good taste. For the 
trained ear, habituated the idiom, bon the solvent 
all rules. This does not imply that the rules may avoided 
done away with. Good taste begins with the rules; not sub- 
servient them.

His discussion ornamentation accurate, being explana- 
tion rather clearly described regulations with 
appendix from Muffat, and provocative only insofar these rules 
may continue affront haphazard players who will not learn 
use them. ornaments occur every measure; without 
them there music. Couperin himself denounced players who 
not carefully follow his instructions. would certainly have 
had little good say the written-out versions the ornaments 
the edition published Durand. 

The extent Mr. information well shown the 
chapter secular vocal works, where discusses the French 
ornamental melody its vocal origins. This first exclusive and 
always aristocratic art taste required the performer ‘‘a con- 
siderable degree creative artistry was interpret sensi-

been resolved into amazingly fine Art Center serve not only 
the needs the region but also the specific activities the State 
University. 

This latest physical manifestation growth and change came 
fruition after four years careful planning and direction Dr. 
Lewis Webster Jones, president the university, and the faculty 
members who comprise the Fine Arts Committee. least two im- 
portant objectives were highlighted establishing the Center: 
house the arts under single roof, thereby pioneering step toward 
practical integration the arts. promote tangible evidence that 
the arts have legitimate place educational discipline. And so, 
with the talents the internationally known architect, Edward 
Stone; consultants Wolf, acoustical engineer, and Norman Bel 
Geddes, theater designer, the Fine Arts Center was dedicated 
May 1951. 

Three major buildings constitute the Art Center: three-story 
classroom and studio building, concert hall, and experimental 
theater. These are connected glass-walled gallery which 
used for formal receptions and exhibitions. 

The first two floors the studio and classroom unit comprise the 
art and architecture departments—art occupying the north side; arch- 
itecture the south. The art workshops include drawing room for 
introductory art; print room for engraving, silk screen etching, 
block printing, and lithography; commercial design room; painting 
studio; studios for art education, ceramics, and sculpturing. ad- 
dition there are five private studios for art instructors. Compressed 
air for drill and air brush work piped the sculpture studio and 
commercial design room. open air terrace the north side 
used outdoor painting sculpture court. the second floor, 
lecture room which accommodates 110 people equipped with 
organ-like console from which the lecturer can control two auto- 
matic slide machines, movie screen, curtains, and lights.

LODGEPOLE PINE, the smallest size 
the commercial pine species has 
characteristically straight, slim, gradu- 
ally tapering trunk and rarely attains 
height more than feet dia- 
meter more than inches. grows 
dense, pure stands throughout the 
western part the United States. 
typical stands, trees are generally even- 
aged with straight clear trunks little 
taper and uniformity size. Lodgepole 
classified one the soft pines 
and very near Ponderosa weight, 
strength and hardness. common with 
other pines, its properties make suit- 
able for many important commercial and 
industrial uses. great part Lodge- 
pole manufactured into railroad ties, 
poles and timbers although increas- 
ing quantity general purpose lumber 
coming from the mills today. 


WHITE FIR grows much the western part the country and 
its uses have increased substantially. About three fourths the pro- 
duction goes into general construction items and the remainder 
used for boxes, crates and other industrial requirements. White fir 
non-resinous and finely textured because the thin-walled and fairly 
uniform cells. ranks properties and characteristics with the sev- 
eral important softwoods. The largest single use for White Fir for 
the framing small houses, including posts, studding, rafters, joists, 
sills, and plates. 


INCENSE CEDAR, very handsome tree columnar pyramidal 
form, rarely found pure stands but generally grows intermingled 
with the Pines and Firs. The lumber one the most durable and 
decay-resistant native American woods. non-resinous and the 
texture fine with small, evenly arranged cells; has spicy odor 
characteristic all the Cedars. The lumber used for variety 
purposes, including framing and finish, siding, paneling and interior 
finish and for many specialty products. 


WESTERN RED CEDAR, slow-growing, long-lived tree, grows 
the Pacific Northwest and inland the western slopes the Rocky 
Mountains. generally found intermingled with the Western Pines, 
Fir and Spruce. The grain the wood close, uniform and straight, 
and its predominating feature its extreme resistance decay. 
one the lightest the softwoods and rated the Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory the first three groups workability with hand 
tools. The greatest percentage this lumber used for residential 
construction and has remarkable versatility. 


DOUGLAS FIR found all states from the Rocky Mountains 
the Pacific Ocean. However, the Western Pine Association concerns 
itself with Douglas Fir grows and manufactured into lumber 
the Western Pine region only. recognized exceptional 
and probably used for more lumber and lumber product pur- 
poses than any other individual species. 


LARCH, conifer which grows and loses its needles annually, 
one the largest native trees often reaching height 200 feet 
and diameter five feet. Distinctive for its fine and uniform 
grain, tough-fibered, strong and rather heavy. easily worked 
and machines exceptional smoothness. For many years its use 
was limited areas where the tree grows, but today Larch being 
shipped nearly all states and into foreign countries. par- 
ticularly well adapted heavy construction and pole uses. Larch, 
like any the commercial wood species will outlast the actual use 
life the structure which part. Permanence this wood 
convincingly demonstrated its use the Hotel Margaret, Bonner, 
Montana, built entirely Larch 1898.

ENGELMANN SPRUCE one the principal commercial species 
found higher elevations and grows abundantly most the 
states the Western Pine region. light weight, pale off-white 
color, fine grained texture and very strong for its weight. The 
various grades this lumber have wide range uses all types 
construction. addition, because the wood odorless, tasteless 
and shrinks and warps but little, especially suitable for food 
containers, sugar and flour bins, drain boards, clothes chests, refrig- 
erator linings, tanks and water troughs. Its popularity for use 
unfinished furniture well known and has increased the consump- 
tion Engelmann Spruce. 
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The Western Pine Association was the first or- 
ganization its kind inaugurate technical and 
experimental 


laboratory. Originally conceived 
1923 one-man seasoning department, now 
includes complete staff wood chemists, wood 
seasoning engineers, industrial 
neers, technologists, assistants and director.

The vital work the Forest Engineering Department as- 
sures increasing and continued interest the protection 
the forest replacement programs, proper methods for 
harvesting lumber, salvage operations, insect control 
projects, forest fire prevention and vigorous éffort ex- 
pand sound management timberlands. All these forest 
practices are major factor insuring the life the wood 
supply. The effectiveness the work the Forest Engineer- 
ing Staff reflected its progress and leadership carry- 
ing out the program and coordinated activities the seven 
forest practice committees.
